1. The Amendment received 1/31/05 has been entered. Claims 103, 105, 114-122, 126, 
133-144, 146 and 147 remain pending in this application. The amendments to the claims have 
overcome the rejections recited in the final Office action mailed 12/7/04. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 103, 105, 114-122, 126, 133-144, 146 and 147 are allowed; and are renumbered 
as 1-26. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention is directed to a liquid crystal display (LCD) that has liquid crystal 
picture elements that are integral with a separator (17) comprising lateral spacers (37) 
specifically constructed in relation to the space between electrodes (33, 34) as claimed in the 
independent claims 105, 1 14, 126, 138, 140-141 and 146-147 for effecting light or transmitting 
light between the picture elements (50)(see Figs. 2-4). Also, The applicant has particularly 
pointed out the differences between the claimed invention and the closest prior art, Inoue et al 
(U.S. Patent No. 6,246,456) and Yaniv (U.S. Patent No. 5,959,710), in the remarks, pages 1 1-13 
of the Amendment received 6/17/04.
